Please amend the Abstract as follows: 

-The present invention provides for an activity log which may include user 
proactive billing management for use in a powerful, facilities boned ; broadband 
communications system that guarantees voice, data and video communication reliability 
and security to users for an multimedia system including integrated telephone, television 
and data network. The activity log and user proactive billing management may log 
incoming calls directory numbers (DNs) and outgoing call DNs in a database^fte 
database containing the activity log that may be provided at a central system location, 
such as the at IP Central Station or at the system subscriber's customer premises 
equipment (e.g., broadband rooidontial oom u u lui (PRO), p wnonnl -nm putcr (PC), otc). 
The activity log may also log incoming and outgoing email interactive sessions (e.g., 
instant message (1M) email) and log multimedia video and audio calls. The activity logs 
may include, along with the ON, system addr uu i,, and/ ui em ail add rmn n, n i pp lnmm t nl 
information ouoh as the "to bo contacted" part y '., nam e m id relevant i n fo rmntinn ( ft g , 
oompany, address, client billing number, etc.) an w e ll ^ b illing urtim ntion n irh m t ho 
t im e l e ngth o f t h e prrvinn ™™™"™™tinn ™H mm anr.nointod chtirees for the previous 
communication. Tho system may obtain tho m up lomontol information by, for example, 
user entry on an activity log scroon, caller ID information, oloetrm iir publio telephone 
dir oot or icj, a nd /o r etttrt wti"" frnm tVl " nlnotmnio address or telephone book. 
Acoording to one variation of the invention, d i c u o logs may bo ac roCTod and used by tho 
system user to enable auto dialing (e.g., aut o rcdinl) of, for example, n ny previously 
dialed DM: or previously r"^™* i"™™i"C r.nll DNs (both nnswarod and unanswered). 
Acoording to another variation of tho invention, tho activity log(sj may bo provided to tho 
user with a graphioal user intorfaco using, for example, a di s play nnd scroll feature so that 
tho uocr can ?c r? ll \h™"£ u thn ln g(") " f p™vi""'- communioationo (e.g.. oalls) and 
designat e the desired DN or addrooo in tho list, hi response tho system will connect to 
(o.g., dial/call) tho user designated by tho previously utilized DM ef-addtessr According 
to a further variation of the invention, the user may access the activity log(s) and identify 
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any communication the cost of which should be billed to a different party. The activity 
log may also be sorted based on user preferences and set to direct calls to low cost 
alternatives.— 
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
